CHAPTER 142.

LEGALIZES ORDINANCES OF KNOXVILLE, ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY.

AN ACT legalizing the electric light plant of the city of Knoxville,
Iowa, and the ordinance authorizing its establishment, and the
contracts for lighting the streets of said city.

WaErras, The council of the city of Knoxville, Iowa, on
February, 1887, adopted an ordioance authorizing and
empowering the Knoxville Electric Light and Power Com-
pany, of Knoxville, Iowa, to establish their plant within the
corporate limits of said city, and subsequently the said council
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
